r<it a half-tlioroui:hhred and a cold horse in a team, 
and a hlind man could almost idck the one with 
t horonghhred hlood in him.”

up. 

With sterling sprinters like Pan Zareta. riialmers, 
JIars Cassid.v, Dars and Stars, Prince of Como and 
otliers already at New Orleans. Hie coming of I..eo- 
I'liares assures eonsiih'ralile activity :imoiig tlie short 
distance horses then- tliis winter. It will mark 
I.,eocliaies' first np|H*aranee at the Fair Grounds, Hie 
famous sprinter liaving overlooked New ttrleaus dur- 
ing Hie (last two years. 

News comes from California of tlie death of W. It. 
Griffin at liis home in Derkeley on Novenilier 1.7. 
Mr. Griffin was proiiiinentl.v identified witli racing 
ii few .years ago and was well known Isitli in 
New York and tlirongliout the middle west. He 
developi'd quite a few good liorses in liis time, 
among them Karl G. The adverse legislation of 
190H foreeil him to leave Hie turf and !u‘ engaged 
in the railroad liiisiness, Iwing in the service of 
tln‘ Southern Pacific Railroad at the time of liis 
death. 

I.s'wis P. D(H>rIiofcr, thirty-six years old, died at 
his country home, near Aneliorage, Ky., Sunda.v 
iiiglit, Novemlx r 3fi. of bright’s disease. Cp until 
a few years ago Mr. Doerhofer owned ami raced 
a string of tlioroiiglibreds. In liis stahle at various 
times were sin'h goo<l liorses as Melisande, Mary 
Davis, .linimie Gill, Tommie Thompson, I’rsula 
Emma and Tillie’s Nightmare. Witli Melisande he 
won the Clark Handicap at Cluireliill Ihiwns in 
1910. Mr. Doerhofer was Isirii in Ijouisville. He 
was twice married, his first wife Is-ing Miss 
tJertrude Diickle Iiefore her marriage. After lieing 
divorced from her he married Miss I'rsiila Tlionip- 
son, of Chicago, h.v wliom he is survived. He also 
leaves an uncle. Dasil IKs-rhofcr, and other rela- 
tives, of Isuiisville. In addition to his n-sidem-e 
and farm, Mr. Do«*rlio<‘fer leaves alsiut fifty piei-es 
of real estate in Louisville, including man.v Main 
street propi-rties. An officer of the trust i-onipany 
that handles his proiH'rty estimated his fortune at 
close to $400,000. News of his death came as a sur- 
prise to his many friends, as hi« illness was not 
generally known.

Cliarles Edward, the sire of eight of these 
youngsters, was a remarkalde race Iiorse when iit 
his best, a winner of $31,44S in two seasons on tlie 
turf, a horse of superb speed, a stayer and able 
to carry high weights with ease. In 1907, while 
racing at Drighton Reach, he gave an exhibition of 
speed seldom witnessed anywhere, when he won 
three successive races, running a mile In 1:37%, a 
mile and an eighth in 1:.">0'% and a mile and a half 
in 2:30-%, carrying big weight and winning in a 
canter in each case, Charles Edward met and de- 
feated Btioh cracks as Dallot, Dr. Gardner, Elec- 
tioneer, Nenlon, Diniia Ken and Frank Gill, glory 
enough for any horse. 

Probably among these young Charles Edwards, an- 
other of the Sliced and weight-carrying ability of 
its sire will be found. At least Mr. Hendrie 
would not be disappointed if such proves the case.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Congress met yesterday witli tliix'e montlis re- 
maining in wliieli to complete tin* legislative plans 
of the first administration of I’resident AA’ilsoii. 
AVitli pros|H?et of a line-up so close in the next 
House that D*>mo<Tatie control will 1 h‘ in doubt, 
administration leaders hoiie to enact the more im- 
portant part of tlieir program lH*fore it is en- 
dangen'd iii tlie Sixty-fifth Congn-ss. For*-most 
is completion of President AVils^in’s railroad legis- 
lation program, left unfinished at tlie last session 
with tlie passage of the Adamson law. The re- 
mainder of tlie program, which the president will 
pr**ss, im-ludes supplementary legislation to prevent 
such a nation-wide railway strike as was tlireatened 
last summer, or, in fact, a lockout, until tlie 
situation lias been investigat*'*!. Second in im- 
IHirtance to tlie railway situation comes the agi- 
tation for a restriction of shipments of foialstuffs 
to EiiroiH*. Tliousands of iKdltioiis asking for an 
embargo Iiave lieeii received by members of Con- 
gress and at tlie AA’liite House. In every case it 
is argued tliat the increased cost of living in tlie 
Fnitf'd States demands a restriction of shipments 
abroad. So far as has lieen disclosed I’resident 
Wilson and meml)ers of the Cabinet liave no plans 
for acting on the sulijeet, but it is known that 

various members of Congix'ss intend to push tlie 
subject, and it may develop a figlit. Chairman 
Fitzgeralil of tlie appropriations committee alreaily 
has announced his intention of introducing a bill 

for a fiKMl embrago. AA'omen suffragists, renewing 
tlieir figlit for passage of tlic Susan B. Anthony 
amendment to tlie Constitution, have laid all the 

lilies for tlieir campaign, and it is laissible tliat 
tlieir demands may Ih> crowded into tlie sliort time 
Coiigr«“ss has to deal witli an imiiortant luidget of 
legislation.
